DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Claims 1, 6 and 17 are pending. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 
USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for continued examination 
under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this 
application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 8/4/2005 has 
been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8/4/2005 is acknowledged. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although the prior art 
discloses vectors comprising a nucleotide sequence encoding an IgG(K) or a trypsin secretory signal 
peptide, a polyhistidine tag, an enterokinase cleavage site, and a cloning site, the Examiner has found no 
teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to a vector comprising these elements in the order recited 
in the claims, wherein said vector in addition comprises a linker encoding amino acid residues 24-29 or 
36-40 of SEQ ID NO: 19. Furthermore, the Examiner has found no teaching or suggestion in the prior 
art directed to an insect cell transformed with a vector comprising a nucleotide sequence encoding an 
IgG(K) or a trypsin secretory signal peptide, a polyhistidine tag, an enterokinase cleavage site, and a 
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cloning site, in the order recited. While a mammalian cell transformed with such vector would have been 
obvious over the prior art (In\atrogen Catalog 1997), an insect cell transformed with such vector would 
not have been obvious over the prior art cited since one of skill in the art would not have been particularly 
motivated to transform an insect cell with a vector which comprises a nucleotide sequence encoding an 
IgG(K) or trypsin secretory signal peptide. Therefore, claims 1, 6 and 17 directed to (1) a vector 
comprising a nucleotide sequence encoding (i) an IgG(K) or a trypsin secretory signal peptide, (ii) a 
polyhistidine tag, (iii) amino acid residues 36-40 of SEQ ID NO: 19 (enterokinase cleavage site), and 
(iv) a cloning site, in the order recited, and further comprises a nucleotide sequence encoding a linker 
comprising amino acid residues 24-29 or 36-40 of SEQ ID NO: 19, and (2) insect cells transformed with 
a vector comprising a nucleotide sequence encoding (i) an IgG(K) or a trypsin secretory signal peptide, 
(ii) a polyhistidine tag, (iii) amino acid residues 36-40 of SEQ ID NO: 19 (enterokinase cleavage site), 
and (iv) a cloning site, in the order recited, are allowable over the prior art of record. 



Conclusion 

3. Claims 1, 6 and 17 are allowed.
